The Securities Exchange Commision of October 27, 1967, 
filed a complaint in the United States District Court for the South- 
ern District of New York, ch arging Fifth Avenue Coach Lines, Inc., 

|and Thomas A. Bolan with violations of 
certain provisions of the securities Act of 1933, Securities Exchange 
Act of 1934 and Investment Company Act of 1940. Specifically, the 
complaint alleges violations of Section 17(a) of the 1933 Act; Section 
10(b) of the 1934 Act and Rule 10b-5 promulgated thereunder; and Sec-" 
tions 7(a), 17(a), 17(d), Rule 17d-l thereunder, 21(b) and Section 
37 of the Investment Company Act of 1940. The complaint also charged 
that the individual defendants were guilty of gross abuse of trust 
and gross misconduct within the meaning of Section 36 of the Invest¬ 
ment Company Act of 1940. The Commission sought a preliminary and 
final injunction prohibiting further violations of the Sections of 
the Acts and Rules enumerated above, the appointment of a trustee 
or receiver for the defendent corporation, and other equitable re¬ 
lief. 
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On February 9/ 1968, the SEC amended this complaint to 
add Roy M. Cohn as a party-defendant in the above action. On 
August 12, 1968, United States District Judge Edward C. McLean 
of the Southern District of New York issued a permanen 
tion against Fifth Avenue Coach Lines, Inc. ("Fifth"),

The order enjoined Fifth from further engaging in busi¬ 
ness in interstate commerce until it registered with the Commission 
as an investment company. While court did not accept the Commis¬ 
sion's contention that Fifth had been an investment company since 
October 1966, it found that Fifth has been an investment company 
since June 30, 1967 under both Sections 3(a)(1) and 3(a)(3) of the 
Investment Company Act. The court did not find that the individual 
defendants violated Section 17(a), 17(d), 21(b), 36 and 37 of the 
Investment Company Act and Rule 17(d)-l thereunder, as charged, be¬ 
cause the court found Fifth was not an investment company at the 
time the transactions in question occurred. The court, howe ver, did 
find, based on the past conduct of defendants ! l and Cohn, 

that they were "about to engage" in violations of the Investment 
Company Act, had exhibited a "marked propensity" to engage in the 
sort of "self dealing" and dealing with affiliated companies that 
the Investment Company Act was designed to preve nt and conseque ntly, 
should be enjoined.

Cohn have been pennanestly enjoined from violating Sections 17(a), 
17(d), 21(b) and 37 and Rule 17d-l thereunder with respect to Fifth. 
The court also enjoined Thomas A. Bolan, while an officer, director 
or agent of Fifth from causing Fifth to violate Section 7, but denied 
the Commission's request for an injunction against Bolan in all 
other respects and dismissed as to Bolan those counts of the com¬ 
plaint which requested such relief as to him. The court directed * 
the trustee and receiver to register Fifth as an investment company. 

The court also enjoined defendants I and Cohn 

from violating the antifraud provisions of the Securities Act of 
1933 and the Securities Exchange Act of 1934. While the court found 
that only one of seven transactions charges was fraud in connec¬ 
tion with the purchase or sale of a security within the meaning of 
those acts, it found that many of the transactions charged consti¬ 
tuted "flagrant violations of fiduciary duty."

Tronics Inc., of Warrtn. Pa., won three seats 
on Defiance’s board, while Mr. Muscat re¬ 
tained control of three seats. Proxy material 
for that meeting of shareholders showed Defi¬ 
ance owned 60. * 9 $ of Guaranty. 

Cohn Replies 

In New York. Mr. Cohn charged that the 
bank’s suit was "Muscat-conspired** and a rep¬ 
etition of “inaccurate claims” allegedly made 
by Mr. Muscat In proxy material during the re¬ 
cent battle for control of Defiance. 

“The loans are sound and In good stand¬ 
ing/* Mr. Cohn asserted, ar.d he said the bank 
had reported this to bank examiners. Mr. Cohn 
said he hadr/i been served with the suit: he 
didn’t comment on Its details. 

Guaranty charged that on Aug, 22,196$. Mr. 
Cohn caused the bank to make a $129,000 lean 
to him so he could buy Fifth Avenue Coach 
Lines Inc. stock and that the loan wasn’t re¬ 
paid. The bank also said Mr, Cohn was respon¬ 
sible for loans of $129,000 to Edward Xrock, a 
Defiance vice president, and cf $$2.C50 to Mr.* 
Mu?cat. Defiance president, for the same pur¬ 
pose. but the bank claimed no losses on the two 
loans. 

Mr. Okn. Mr. Muscat, and Mr. Krcck have 
been indicted separately by a Federal grand 
Jury in New York on charges growing out cf 
their activities at Fifth Avenue Coach Idr.es, 
which last year was placed in the charge of a 
receiver. All three have pleaded innocent to the- 
charges and await trial. ' t 


The bank confirmed that the board of direc¬ 
tors authorized*the suit. The board includes 
Jack O, Exowfc, chairman, a. Chicago lawyer; 
two Defiance official. Eichsrd Schoir and 
C. G. Kendricks; Eugene Breakstone, z vend¬ 
ing machine wholesaler, trwd W. D. Scheckel, 
Guaranty president. A bank spokesman de¬ 
clined to di>clo$s the board’s vote cn bringing 
the suit.
